LONDON (AP)—Stephen Ward 


lay unconscious at the edge of 
death tod'ay and his latest girl 
friend promised to avenge him if 
he dies. 


Julie Gulliver, 23,a red-haired 


singer who was Ward's daily 
companion during his trial, told 
newsmen: 


"There's a whole crowd of peo- 


ple right now praying for Stephen 
to die so that their names won't be 
mentioned 


"If he dies I'm going to make 


sure that they are." 


Ward, 50, society osteopath and 


artist,, has been in a coma since 
Wednesday when he look a mas- 
sive overdose of drugs a few 
hours before an Old Bailey jury 
found him guilty of living off the 
prostitution of Christine Keeler, 21, 
and Marilyn (Mandy) Rice-Da- 
vies, 18. 


Ward developed bronchial pneu- 


monia Thursday afternoon. At 
one point his breathing stopped 
and he was clinically dead. A 
breathing machine, applied loam 
incision in his throat, pumped air 
into his lungs. A spokesman for 
St. Stephen's Hospital said Ward's 
heart probably stopped! also. 


William Mayne Butcher, secre- 


tary of the hospital management 
committee, said: "Ward is des- 
perately ill—jusl about hall alive. 
I don't know 
how long anyone 


can live under these conditions." 


Ward was still unaware that he 


had been found guilty and faced 
up to 14 years in prison. 


His private room was bright 


with flowers sent in by many of 
his girl friends. 


Only Miss Gulliver had; applied 


lo see him. She was turned away 
in tears as an official said, "Only 
relatives—no girls." 


Ward told friends he believed 


he was being made (lie scape- 
goat for the Profumo scandal, 
which set off charges of immo- 
rality in high political and social 
circles and nearly forced Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan to re- 
sign.

Rusk Leaves

for Moscow tonight to sign the 
limited nuclear test ban treaty 
and to explore the chances of 
further East-West understanding. 


The signing of the treaty, in 


which the United Stales, the So- 
viet Union and Britain pledge to 
abstain from testing in' the atmos- 
phere, in outer space and under 
waler,, will be a ceremonial affair 
Monday.

Thursday by Undersecretary: of 
Slate W. Averell Harriman,, Bril- 
ain's Science Minister, Lord Hail- 
sham and Andrei A. Gromyko, 
the Soviet1 foreign minister. 


Rusk will be accompanied to 


Moscow by high administration 
officials and six senators—four 
Democrats and two Republicans. 


He has been invited to remain 


in the Soviet Union after the sign- 
ing ceremony, and the Moscow 
conferences are expected to last 
three or four days. 


To what extenl and for how long 


Lord Home, Ihe Brilish foreign 
secrelary, will parlicipale in Ihese 
talks was not immediately clear. 
He, Rusk and Gromyko will sign 
the treaty in the Kremlin's mag- 
nificent St. Catherine Hall. 


Khrushchev, officials said, is 


expected to slart the talks with 
Rusk on Tuesday. The place is 
undetermined, although Khrush- 
chev is known to have planned 
a vacation at the Black Sea. 
Later, the discussions likely will 
be held in Moscow with Gromyko.
